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PROCEEDINGS OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


March 11th, 1965 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Paul A. Cataldo, 
at 8:28 p. m., in the Auditorium of the Franklin High School, Oak Street. 


The Warrant and Return of the Warrant were read by George W. 
Dana, Town Clerk. 


The Moderator appointed the following to act as tellers and they were 
sworn to the faithful performance of their duties: Robert J. Rappa, 
Lewis J. Cataldo, Kenneth Moore, Henry Vendetti, Anthony Lovetere, 
Robert W. Simmler, Anthony D’Amelio, Frank DeLucia, Richard F. 
Costello, and William R. Feeley. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to execute 
on behalf of the Town, a ‘‘Cooperation Agreement’? between the Town 
and the Franklin Redevelopment Authority, providing for the coopera- 
tion required by the Urban Renewal Administration of the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency of the United States with respect to the Urban 
Renewal Project for the Horace Mann Urban Renewal Area, Project No. 
Mass. R-76 in the Town of Franklin; said agreement containing provi- 
sions with respect to providing the Town’s share of the project cost, 
furnishing public improvements in connection with the project, selling 
and buying project land and other forms of cooperation with respect 
thereto. (Copies of a draft of proposed agreement are on file in the 
offices of the Franklin Redevelopment Authority and of the Town Clerk.) 


VOTED by secret ballot—Yes 546, No 595; Blanks 17—to authorize 
the Selectmen to execute, on behalf of the Town, a ‘“‘Cooperation Agree- 
ment’? between the Town and the Franklin Redevelopment Authority 
providing for the cooperation required by the Urban Renewal Administra- 
tion of the Housing and Home Finance Agency of the United States with 
respect to the Urban Renewal Project for the Horace Mann Urban Re- 
newal Project, No. Mass. R-76 in the Town of Franklin; said agreement 
containing provisions with respect to furnishing cash and public improve- 
ments to the project and other forms of cooperation. Such agreement 
is to be substantially in the form of the draft of proposed agreement on 
file at the offices of the Town Clerk and Franklin Redevelopment Author- 
ity prior to the meeting, but the Selectmen are authorized to make such 
corrective and clarifying changes as they consider necessary or desirable. 
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Article 2. To see if the Town, pursuant to the provisions of Section 
26CC of the Housing Authority Law contained in Chapter 121 of the 
General Laws (Ter. Ed.) as most recently amended, will appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of defraying such part of the development, 
acquisition and operation costs of the Horace Mann Urban Renewal 
Project No. Mass R-76 in the Town of Franklin, Massachusetts, as will 
not be met by definitive loans, contributions or grants from the Federal 
Government, and will authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen and the Emergency Finance Board, to borrow the whole or 
any part of the same. 


VOTED that this Article be indefinitely postponed.

PROCEEDINGS OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
March 23rd, 1965 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Paul A. Cataldo, 
at 7:30 p. m., in the Auditorium of the Franklin High School, Oak Street. 


The Warrant and Return of the Warrant were read by George W. 
Dana, Town Clerk. 


The Moderator appointed the following to act as tellers, and they 
were sworn to the faithful performance of their duties: Lewis Cataldo, 
Robert Rappa, Jack Nasuti and Robert Simmler. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to sell and convey to the 
Calvary Church of Franklin, Massachusetts, for the sum of Two Hundred 
Dollars ($200.00), a certain lot or parcel of land situated on the easterly 
side of Summer Street, in Franklin, as shown on a plan entitled: ‘“‘Plan 
of Land in Franklin, Mass., to be conveyed to Calvary Baptist Church’’, 
dated February 8, 1965, Walter E. Sampson, Registered Land Surveyor; 
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said parcel containing fifty-two thousand, six hundred (52,600) square 
feet of land, more or less, according to said plan; that the Town reserve 
to itself an easement to pass and repass by foot or vehicle and for drain- 
age purposes over said parcel as shown on said plan; that said parcel 
be released from the jurisdiction, management and control of the Conser- 
vation Commission as voted under Article 30 of the 1964 Annual Town 
Meeting; that the Selectmen be directed to execute a deed transferring 
said parcel in such form as approved by the Town Counsel; that the vote 
under Article 3, Special Town Meeting, June 29, 1964 be rescinded; or 
take any other action relating thereto. (By Selectmen and Conservation 
Commission). 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED that the Town sell and convey to the Cal- 
vary Baptist Church of Franklin, Massachusetts for the sum of Two 
Hundred Dollars ($200.00) a certain lot or parcel of land situated on the 
easterly side of Summer Street in Frank!in, as shown on a plan entitled: 
“Plan of Land in Franklin, Mass. to be conveyed to Calvary Baptist 
Church’’, dated February 8, 1965, Walter E. Sampson, Registered Land 
Surveyor; said parcel containing fifty-two thousand, six hundred (52,600) 
square feet of land, more or less, according to said plan; that the Town 
reserve to itself an easement to pass and repass by foot or vehicle and 
- for drainage purposes over said parcel as shown on said plan; that said 
parcel be released from the jurisdiction, management and control of the 
Conservation Commission as voted under Article 30 of the 1964 Annual 
Town Meeting; that the Selectment be directed to execute a deed trans- 
ferring said parcel in such form as approved by the Town Counsel; that 
the vote under Article 3, Special Town Meeting, June 29, 1964 be res- 
cinded. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds a sum of money for the purpose of obtain- 
ing Plans and surveys concerning certain real estate located off Washing- 
ton, Grove and Spring Streets, which real estate is proposed for acquisi- 
tion for the Surface Water Supply Reservoir and Treatment Plant, so- 
called, or to take any other action relating thereto.

I hereby submit my report relative to dogs in the Town of Franklin 
during the calendar year of 1965.

I have answered 577 complaints pertaining to dogs. This is an in- 
crease of 113 over last year. There was a decrease in the killing of live- 
stock and poultry by dogs during the past year. 


It is important that all owners of dogs, license these animals in their 
custody which are three months old or reach the age of three months 
during the year. 


Attention is hereby called to the following extract from Chapter 136A 
as amended by Chapter 111, Acts of 1943 of the General Laws: 


‘““The owner or keeper of a licensed dog shall cause it to wear around 
its neck a collar or harness of leather or other suitable material, 
which shall be securely attached a tag in the form perscribed by the 
director, and upon which shall appear the license number, the name 
of the town issuing such license and the year of issue.”’

REPORT OF THE FRANKLIN CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The commission’s main concern has been with the preservation of 
our water and our watersheds. Towards this goal, an article has been 
prepared for the annual town meeting pertaining to the Mine Brook 
Area, which would improve our present supply and serve to recharge 
the existing wells by keeping constant the water table. The Commission 
now has available a projector, slides and lecture pointing out conditions 
in this area and what can actually be accomplished. 


The Commission is cooperating with the Town Planning Board to 
establish flood plain districts and flood plain conservancy districts in 
order to protect our watersheds. Particularly important, as Franklin’s 
main source of water, is the supply from rainfall, as our ponds and 
streams eventually drain to areas supplying surrounding towns. 


Also under consideration and negotiation are suitable parks and 
recreation sites in the Town of Franklin, as suitable land is rapidly 
disappearing and immediate action should be taken just as the Legisla- 
ture took swift action on the wetlands preservation along our coast. 


We fully endorse a soil study in the town. We also recommend that 
steps be taken towards the elimination of all dumps in town, setting 
our sights on an incinerator to care for our increasing needs for trash 
disposal. 


Miss Lorraine Metcalf and Mrs. Thomas Murray have been appoint- 
ed to the commission to fill the vacancies left by the resignations of 
Roger Rondeau and Charles Aulerich. 


Throughout the state and country this past year, spurred by the pro- 
long drought, conservation has finally come into recognition on every 
scale as a must for the immediate future. Never before has conserva- 
tion become so prominent as it has in the past 12 months and it is our 
aim that Franklin assumes its own responsibility in these matters and 
not sit idly by while its natural resources are, not exhausted, but ex- 
ploited to the point where hardships are caused to the existing popula- 
tion, and future generations can no longer be assured of their American 
heritage.

There were no hospital cases for 1965, that the Board of Health were 
responsible for payment. 


A total of $4,627.50 was received by the Board of Health during 1965, 
and turned over to the Town Treasurer. This sum consisted of various 
fees for licenses, permits, etc. 


Dr. C. Lincoln Dana was re-elected for another three-year term. He 
was appointed chairman of the Board by the other members. 


Mr. James N. Blanchard, Jr. was elected at Town Election in March 
of 1965 to fill the unexpired term of Doctor Walter F. Crowley. 


There are many basic activities which a local Board of Health is ex- 
pected to perform. They range from Vital and Health Statistics to in- 
spections of Bathing Places.

OF INSECT PEST CONTROL

It is my duty to submit the following report on the Insect Pest Con- 
trol Department for the year 1965. 


Dutch Elm Disease 


The Dutch Elm Disease is caused by a fungus that kills an elm by 
clogging its water-conducting vessels. The fungus enters a healthy tree 
as spores carried on the body of the Elm Bark Beetle.

Elm Bark Beetles breed under the bark of dying or recently killed 
elm wood. Every dying elm tree—whether infected by Dutch Elm Disease 
or not becomes a hazard. It could become a nursery spawning thousands 
of beetles which may spread the disease to nearby elms. Broken, injured 
elm branches provide beetles with ideal conditions for breeding, even 
though the tree remains healthy. 


The fungus sometimes spreads among elms through root contacts. 
Underground invasion occurs where the roots of two trees have ‘‘grafted.”’ 


Complete eradication of Dutch Elm Disease now appears impracti- 
cable. Local control of its spread seems the only practical approach. 
Attemps at control have proved successful in varying degrees. 


A reasonably effective program may be achieved economically as 
follows: spraying, sanitation, isolation, and maintenance: 


1. All town elm trees were sprayed with a 12% DDT solution with 
the town-owned mist blower for a dormant spray. 


2. A second application by helicopter of a 6% solution of DDT was 
used with the follow-up of the town mist blower in residential and 
rural areas. 


3. A total of fifty-four samples from suspected elm trees were taken 
and sent to the Mass. Shade Tree Laboratory. Tests were run on 
these samples and nineteen specimens proved positive. These 
nineteen trees were immediately cut down, hauled to the dump 
and burned. 


4. The town received state help this year at no cost to the town. 


5. This work is necessary and is proving effective in controlling the 
American and European Elm Bark Beetles which feed on elm 
trees and spread the Dutch Elm Disease Fungus. 


Poison Ivy 


1. Forty-three different areas of poison ivy were treated with very 
effective results. 


2. Most all roadsides were treated with poison ivy and brush killer 
with the town spraying equipment to eliminate the growth of 
roadside brush and poison ivy. This work is proving very effec- 
tive as most people know the danger of poison ivy. 
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Gypsy Moth and Elm Leaf Beetle 


1. A 12% DDT solution or dormant spray was applied to all town 
shade trees using the town’s mist blower. 


2. A follow-up application of 64% DDT with Malathion for a ‘‘knock- 
down agent’? was applied by helicopter and town-owned mist 
blower. 


This work is necessary and is proving effective in controlling the 
Gypsy Moth that eats all the leaves off all trees and the Elm Leaf Beetle 
that destroys the leaves on elm trees.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF CIVIL DEFENSE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit the following report for Franklin Civil 
Defense of year 1965 as follows: 


Intelligence—Selectmen of Town of Franklin, Civil Defense Director, 
Deputy Civil Defense Director. 


Auxiliary Police—Force trained by local chief of police and members 
of regular police force to control panic, direct traffic, take part in rescue 
work. This unit of faithful and loyal men who perform thousands of 


hours of duty, I express my personal gratitude for such service by these 
men of the town. 


Board of Welfare — To take care of emergency lodging, feeding, 
clothing, registrations, financial assistance, and evacuation. Many volun- 
teers are needed to train and serve in this emergency welfare service to 
increase its efficiency in fallout shelters of the community. 


Radio by Races—Radio Amateur men, and radio students for trans- 
mission of messages of Civil Defense. This unit of radio communications 
men have served many long hours of faithful service, and are always 
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ready during control room, CCX, hurricanes, disaster service. I express 
my sincere gratitude to these men who give so freely and sincerely of 
their time in the performance of duty. Radio technical students, advanced 
Boy Scouts can be of great help in this field of radio communications. 


Auxiliary Fire—Call for volunteers in this unit of service have not 
responded in the past. I would like to see volunteers for this branch of 
service come forth to build up an emergency fire fighting force and 
rescue crew to assist regulars in time of need, under the direction of fire 
chief. To have such a unit, must have men to volunteer and qualify. 


Department of Public Works — Engineering, control of highways, 
department, sanitation, decontamination, repair of roads. 


Transportation—Control of buses, transportation of supplies, evacua- 
tion of children, and personnel in emergency, to be handled by school 
department when given advance time information for release of children. 


Medical - Nursing—Need of medical and nursing personnel to form 
emergency unit is very much wanted. Mrs. Eleanor J. Stobbart, CD nurse 
officer of Franklin, and her assistants deserve high praise for their serv- 
ices in giving churches, clubs, instructions on home shelter and pre- 
paredness courses, and disaster care classes during 1965. 


Radiac Officers—Monitors are badly wanted and urgently in demand 
at this time and always wanted to determine by radiac instruments read- 
ing, and when safe to approach contaminated areas. Courses were held 
in the past, many assigned to fallout shelters locations, but group dimin- 
ished steadily and many more will be needed for replacements, and will 
need many more shelter locations which many people can build in indi- 
vidual homes for self-protection. 


Education—In Franklin schools there is in process to instruct chil- 
dren and adults by teachers, in what to do in Civil Defense emergency 
under the adult education program. 


Industrial Facilities — Plans for survival of industries are being 
improved by Civil Defense to bring industries and personnel up to date 
on how to cope with disaster or nuclear attack and for self-protection. 


Improving for Shelter Locations—In the past years and in the com- 
ing year, Franklin establishments, buildings, schools, and churches have 
been surveyed and will again in near future by Army engineers and 
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architects to recommend with new improved methods for fallout shelters 
in hope of more spaces. Private home owners with a little effort can do 
self-improvement for shelter protection. Buildings that meet Federal 
requirements for 50 or more spaces and with sanitary conditions have 
been stocked with survival food supplies. 


Emergency Generator—This year an addition has been added to back 
entrance of Town Hall, and an emergency generator installed that can 
supply building with auxiliary power and operate communication radios. 


In past years national alert practices, fire signals, and industry 
whistle sounds were just about enough to reach the most inhabited sec- 
tions of town with wind blowing right. But with the ever increasing area 
of expanding population in all outlying sections of town, I again recom- 
mend that a survey be made for alerting sirens in the most populated 
sections of town to alert public of impending dangers or disasters for 
self-protection. ; 


This year the Franklin Civil Defense plan, devised from the Massa- 
chusetts plan, was prepared and compiled, and issued for each unit of 
Town departments to carry out their assigned duties in emergency, in 
addition to the Federal Civil Defense Guide. This plan must be sup- 
ported by the citizens of Franklin and Civil Defense to obtain State, or 
Federal assistance. 


It is my pleasure to thank all officers, men and women of every 
Town department and unit forces for the wonderful cooperation rendered 
in Civil Defense in the year 1965, an agency in need of many volunteers 
to minimize the effects of an enemy attack or natural disaster. 


Training courses will be set up and continued as units can be formed 
on volunteer basis. Complete activity in detail reports.

One of the major problems faced by the administrative officials of 
most Police Departments is the turnover in personnel and the resultant 
continual training program of recruits necessary to maintain maximum 
efficiency of operation. 


The solution to the problem is to take immediate action to drastically 
improve working conditions to meet recommended standards. This would 
enable Law Enforcement to compete with private industry, where more 
attractive salaries and employment benefits and advantages constitute a 
constant drain on our force of trained and experienced Police Officers. 


In 1965 we had three regular patrolmen resign, and in each case the 
officer gave low salaries as the reason for resigning. I have submitted 
an article that will be on the warrant at our annual Town Meeting, this 
article establishes a wage scale that will place our department on a par 
with private industry. 


The problem of not being able to recruit young, intelligent men into 
the police service is a community problem and I urge every civic minded 
voter to attend the annual town meeting and support this article. 


Your Police Department is grossly undermanned. At the present time 
we have ten regular men, including the Chief; we have four patrolmen 
positions open. We have four permanent intermittent patrolmen and each 
has signified that they are not interested in a permanent position. 


I have had a police school conducted at the Police Station for any 
man qualified to take the police entrance examination. The school is con- 
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ducted by Sgts. Talamini and Dillon. Eleven men started out in the 
classes and it has now dwindled to three men. These three men have 
stated that they are not interested in a permanent position under the 
present salary scale. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation recommends 1.5 police officers 
for every 1,000 population. With Franklin’s population fast approaching 
the 16,000 mark plus 1,000 students at Dean Junior College, your police 
department should consist of 25 men. 


I realize the burden on the taxpayer, and that every department 
should be operated as economically as possible. For that reason I have 
asked for the addition of only one patrolman and for the creation of a 
Lieutenant post. 


I recommend the creation of a Lieutenant post because every police 
department should have an officer in command during the Chief’s 
absence, plus it is a reward for long and dedicated service. I recommend 
that only men with ten years of service and the Sergeants be eligible 
for the examination. 


I sincerely believe that I can enforce the laws and give Franklin 
good police coverage with a 15 man department, plus the services of 
reserve men on week ends and busy periods. 


Traffic 


Traffic continues to be one of our major problems. With the steady 
increase in population we now have well over 7,000 cars owned and 
operated by Franklin residents. 


Lack of a public parking area in the business section adds to the 
problem. I recommend that the Gilmore property be converted into a 


| modern parking area with an entrance on Dean Avenue as well as on 
Depot Street. 


We conducted a traffic survey at three of our most dangerous inter- 
sections; namely: Chestnut, East Central and King Streets; West Central 
and Union Streets; and Pleasant, Main, and Church Square. The survey 
clearly indicates that traffic signals should be installed at each of them. 


I further recommend that the flashing lights now at Union and West 
Central Streets and at Chestnut, King, and East Central Streets be 
erected at Washington and King Streets and at Union and Washington 
Streets.

I recommend that Emmons Street from Ray to Main be one way with 
traffic flowing north, Main Street from the Bridge to Emmons Street be 
made one way with the traffic flowing east and Dean Avenue be made 
a one way street from Ray to Main with traffic flowing south. 


The motorcycle purchased this year has been in use on traffic enforce- 
ment. Over 500 violators were booked and we will continue a rigid 
enforcement of the Motor Vehicle Laws.

We have two cruisers and a motorcycle for mobile equipment. The 
cruisers are in use 24 hours a day and the cycle for 8 hours a day. 


I recommend the purchase of a black unmarked cruiser to be used 
in investigations and transportation to court. 


Our firearm equipment is in excellent condition and is adequate for 
the present time. We are well equipped with other necessary police 
equipment such as gear for the men and first aid supplies, etc. 


I recommend the renting of Teletype equipment. The cost is approxi- 
mately $50.00 per month and is well worth it. In 1965 we purchased a 
Radar Interceptor. It is a modern piece of scientific equipment used to 
determine the speed of a vehicle. It eliminates all guess work on the 
part of the Police Officer and should prove very valuable in apprehending 
violators. 

Quarters 


Our quarters are in excellent condition and is large enough to handle 
a department of 30 men. We have room in the basement to build a shoot- 
ing range and we are slowly purchasing the materials needed to make it 
possible. 
Auxiliary Police 


We are fortunate in having an excellent Auxiliary Police force. I have 
called on them many times throughout the year and they have donated 
thousands of man hours to assist the department in traffic control and 


emergencies. They are a fine example of what an Auxiliary force should 
be. 


I want to thank the Board of Selectmen and other town officials for 
their fine cooperation during the past year. To the members of the 
Police Department for their loyalty and understanding I am grateful.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Massachusetts is the only state having a veterans’ aid program 
which was established under Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth. This aid is available, under certain conditions, to war 
veterans and their dependents. The state reimburses the ee in the 


amount of 50% of the sums expended. In 1965, there were forty-five cases 
where assistance was granted. 


This office also renders assistance and advice to people filing for 
the various federal veterans’ benefits. Twenty-five persons were actively 
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assisted in filing for compensation or pension: over one hundred others 
were assisted in filing other forms in 1965. The office is well equiped with 
the forms which are necessary in filing for Veterans Administration 
benefits. 


The settlement law (5-year residency) is being dropped by the de- 
partment in March. Thereafter, people seeking assistance under Chapter 
115 will apply to the local office. 


I wish to thank all of the town officials and the Veterans Council for 
their cooperation throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE FRANKLIN INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The main function of the Industrial Development Commission is to 
attract desirable industrial and commercial establishments to Franklin 
to help broaden the tax base, so that capital expenditures needed for 
Town improvements, such as new schools, and expanded water supply, 
enlarged sewerage and sewerage treatment facilities will not be borne 
almost exclusively by the homeowner. 


The IDC is concerned with the quality and location of such commerce 
and industry, and thus strongly supports the Planning Board in opposition 
to spot zoning. It also opposes the establishment of zones for new home 
development adjacent to railroad lines and proposed Route 495, since 
communities have found over the past fifteen years that tax revenue from 
such new homes abutting railroad areas and limited access roads are 
usually of a lower quality than the average residence, so that the Town 
loses money on each such home relative to the municipal services pro- 
vided. Rather than put a further drain on Franklin taxpayers with such 
homes, the IDC urges that the greatest percentage of this valuable land 
bordering Route 495 be reserved for limited industry and attractive com- 
mercial property, similar to the best zoning aspects of Route 128. Until 
the land is developed, it would remain woods or fields. The IDC further 
favors a minimum 100 foot setback from the edge of the outer grass strip 
that borders Route 495, not only to beautify the Franklin section of this 
Interstate highway, but also to allow for access roads in future years. 


Over the last thirty years, the percentage of assessed valuation in 
Franklin from industrial and commercial property has been dropping. 
Today it is less than 15 per cent of total evaluation and still less than 
$3,000.00. To reverse this trend so that the tax burden on the homeowner 
is lessened, and so that the future tax structure is favorable to industrial 
development, the IDC believes Franklin needs: 


1.—At least twice the present water supply; and assurances that a 
minimum supply will be available to a particular firm on more than a 
year to year basis. Currently Franklin is unable to guarantee that 200,000 
gallons a day or 1/20th of our average usage could be available to a pros- 
pective new industry. Much of the water needed for industry and com- 
merce 1s cooling water, which will not be contaminated. The proposed 
880 acre reservoir is presently the only economically feasible plan for 
Franklin to supply such water. In all but Six states, Reservoir areas are 


multi-purpose projects—used for fishing, boating, swimming, and other 
water activities. 
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2.—An Industrial Park (with first year assistance to new firms) and 
layout so that smaller companies will be attracted to starting or expand- 
ing their operations in Franklin but yet will have room to grow when 
future expansion becomes practical (similar to Holliston Industrial Park). 
Such an Industrial Park will help concentrate heavy trucking in one 
area. Primary areas include available industrial land off Route 140 near 
either of the Route 495 interchanges. 


3.—Every person in Franklin to act as a publicity agent for the Town 
in search of firms to start in Franklin, or that want to relocate. This is 
particularly true of salesmen, and people who work in Boston or Cam- 
bridge where so many firms are cramped for space. Milford has relocated 
two good paying companies from Boston in the last eighteen months in 
new buildings. Officials of both companies admitted that they were first 
made aware of Milford’s possibilities by individuals whd were not con- 
nected with real estate personnel. 


During the past year, the IDC has: 


1.—Spent considerable effort in laying the groundwork for the pro- 
posed Reservoir which will triple the present capacity. 


2.—Largely through the efforts of George Doyle, has presented plans 
for a Motel-Restaurant complex—the first of its kind in Franklin—which 
should be completed in 1968. Eventual plans call for 150 rooms. 


3.—Set plans for annual IDC Week to acquaint everyone in Franklin 
with the industry and commerce in Town, and to show the necessity for 
expanding greater effort to bring light industry to Franklin now. 


In 1966, the IDC plans to: 


1.—Have completed its detailed survey on land and buildings avail- 
able, approximate rental and purchase prices, utilities available and all 
important factors (including a map) so that any citizen of Franklin can 
make an initial knowledgeable contact with a prospective business for 
Franklin. 


2.—Have set up the rudiments of an Industrial Park, under private 
management. 


3.—To put up attractive signs upon entering Franklin, announcing 
Franklin’s interest in commerce and industry. 


The present IDC consists of fifteen voting members appointed by the 
Selectmen, plus an active group of associate members. Attendance aver- 
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ages thirteen people at the scheduled monthly meetings this year, indicat- 
ing strong interest in expanded IDC activities. Still, we seek new mem- 
particularly those who work in industry, because of the increased com- 
complexity that is involved in making Franklin a most attractive place 
for choice industry to locate. 


As a relatively new resident of Franklin, I feel this Commission is one 
of the few places in Town Government where a new resident can actively 
participate in Town affairs at the level of time and responsibility that he 
wants.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1965 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


1. During the past year the Planning Board has held thirty (30) meet- 
ings and ten (10) hearings. 


2. Recertification of ‘“The Workable Program for Community Improve- 
ment”’ should be of prime importance for all town officials in 1966. The 
last two recertifications can be considered only marginal at best and 
every effort should be made to meet Federal demands. This recertifica- 
tion is mandatory if the Town is to continue to receive Federal assistance. 


3. A Capital Budgeting Committee consisting of a member of the 
Board of Selectmen, Advisory Board and Planning Board plus two other 
citizens has been formed to work with Economic Development Associates 
in revising and updating the town’s long range Capital Budget. 


4. Funds will be requested at the Annual Town Meeting to prepare a 
soil study (100 copies) under the direction of the ‘‘Norfolk Soil Conserva- 
tion Commission.’’ Copies of this Study will be made available to all in- 
terested town officials. This study will provide an accurate analysis of 
the soil conditions in all sections of town. 


5. A report from The Planning Board representative on the School 
Building Needs reveals the following: 


Recent land acquisitions have indicated the availability of good land 
for town needs is rapidly diminishing. The town should take im- 
mediate steps to acquire land for the following purposes: 


1. Schools (Needs increasing) 

2. Cemetery (Town owned land is nearly depleted) 

3. Dump (constant problem ) 

4. Town Pool (investigation has revealed that most of the land 
around the town pool is not owned by the Town). 


It is recommended that the Selectmen appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate the problems covered in 2, 3, and 4 above. 


6. The seven man Reservoir Advisory Committee held its Organiza- 
tional meeting during the month of December. The Committee was estab- 
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lished by a vote of a special town meeting and the Board of Selectmen 
was directed to appoint members from the Board of Selectmen, Board of 
Public Works, Conservation Commission, Planning Board and Industrial 
Development Commission, and two members at large. At the present 
time, funds are not available since that article of the warrant of the 
special town meeting is presently under litigation. 


7. In view of the rapid growth of the town in respect to all types of 
building, it is recommended that the Selectmen appoint a full time 
Building Inspector with a fair wage scale. It is recommended that the 
full time Building Inspector be a person capable of assisting the town in 
complying with Federal requests under ‘‘The Workable Program for 
Community Improvement.’’ 


8. The Planning Board is considering the preparation of a town street 
map and index with small copies to be made available to the public, and 
large wall maps to be provided to all departments that indicate a need 
for such a map.

REPORT OF FRANKLIN HOUSING AUTHORITY 


To the Honoroble Board of Selectmen: 


The Franklin Housing Authority, authorized by Section 26K, Chapter 
121 of State Housing Board General Laws, have 14 duplex buildings com- 
prising 28 apartments for Veterans Housing, built and occupied in 1949, 
located between North Park, East Park and West Park Streets. The 
minimum low rent for these apartments is $40.00 per month. Rent charges 
are based on 14-16-18% of total gross income. 
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We also have eight 3-room apartments, housing for the elderly, con- 
structed under Chapter 667-1 and 667-2 consolidated as 667-C. These apart- 
ments are available to all citizens over 65 years of age with a minimum 
low rent of $56.00 per month, or 29% of total gross income for couples 
and 27% for single occupancy. Forty of these apartments were com- 
| pleted and occupied in 1960 at a total development cost of $516,000 and 
| 40 completed in 1964 at a total development cost of $554,000 and occupied 
in 1964. Eligebility for these apartments is maximum $2,500 annual in- 
| come for single occupancy and $3,000 for couples. These apartments are 
| located between Wachusetts, East Park and West Park Streets in the 
| Southerly side of town and are known as Central Park Terrace. 


Any citizen or veteran desiring accomodations must file an applica- 
tion with the Executive Director at it’s new office off Wachusetts St. The 
Authority meets the second Monday of every month at 7:30 p.m. at it’s 
new office. 


The Franklin Housing Authority takes this opportunity to thank the 
Honorable Board of Selectmen, the Board of Public Works, the Board of 
Public Welfare, the Police and Fire Departments and any and all social 
and civic organizations and the general public for their splendid coopera- 
tion and assistance given us during the past year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen 


Gentlemen: 


The following is the eleventh annual report of the Board of Public 
Work reflecting the climatic changes in the Town caused by the con- 
tinued unprecedented expansion and population explosion and their effect 
on the operation of the Department of Public Works. 


With an expanding community comes expanded services and with 
expanded services comes increased costs of operation. These are basic 
economic facts which must be realized and admitted before an afficient 
economic program of progress can be devised, put into operation, and 
enthusiastically supported by the taxpayer. 


There are various methods and systems proported to equalize and 
stabalize the ‘“‘Tax Base’ and regardless of which particular system is 
chosen, the ever prevalent problem of increased services remains. 


These services, or the bulk of them, are provided by the Department 
of Public Works and the magnitude of the expansion of these has been 
overwhelming in the past few years. 


To say that this Department is struggling to keep up with the dynamic 
expansion of the Town is the greatest understatement of the year. 


Full and complete interest and cooperation by all citizens in their 
Department of Public Works is not only necessary, but is absolutely es- 
sential if they are to reap the rewards of an interested citizenry by 
receiving sound economical services provided in an efficient businesslike 
manner of which we all may be proud. It is our community, it is our 
Public Works Department, and each can operate to our decided ad- 
vantage if we try to understand and support it. 


This Department is constantly studying, evaluating, and implement- 
ing stable economic systems and procedures in an endeavor to keep 
abreast of the rising tide of existing services as well as many new ones 
which always accompany a rapidly expanding economy. 


The following is a brief summary of the activities and accomplishments 
of the Department of Public Works during the past years: 
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HIGHWAY DIVISION 


This division is the largest segment of the Department of Public 
Works and embraces the construction and maintenance of sidewalks, 
roadways, drainage culverts, bridges, structures, and signs including 
installation of white lines, traffic and street signs, and the plowing of 
snow, removal of snow from business district and the sanding and salt- 
ing for ice control of 140 plus miles of roadways. 


The inspection of the installation of the above facilities in de- 
velopments and subdivisions are also made by this division. This divi- 
sion is greatly undermanned and should be increased by at least eight 
men.

WATER DIVISION 


This division is the next largest division in the Department of Public 
Works and is destined for even a greater expansion in the future. Like 
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the other divisions, this one is greatly undermanned and needs at least 
four more men in order to keep from falling behind in its work. 


The pumping capacity of the Water Division has been doubled in 
the past year. The storage capacity has been increased by two thirds 
and still, with the increase of additional water customers, this is not 
enough. The new well on Green Street near the Norfolk Town Line is 
now operating at capacity. The new booster station is in full operation, 
but unfortunately we are not keeping up with the extra demand. 


This expansion for the water system means more power, more main- 
tenance, and more operating personnel and necessarily increased oper- 
ating costs.

argement and revision of the present sewerage treatment plant. 
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This division is also active in the inspection of sewer mains, sewer 
manholes, and sewer house connections, not to mention the maintenance 
of the existing sewage treatment plan, the Lewis Street pumping station, 
Milliken Avenue pumping station, and Route 140 pumping station 


The expansion of the Milliken Avenue pumping station is also under 
the jurisdiction of this division. 


The work load in this division has currently increased to the point 
where three additional men are urgently needed to keep up.

PARK AND TREE DIVISION 


The Park and Tree Division, now completing its third year as a full- 
time division of the Department of Public Works, has had its work load 
steadily increased during the past year. 


This division draws its equipment and personnel from other divisions 
in the Department of Public Works. As the town increases and more 
services are required, this division will be increased proportionately. 


The following is a brief resume of the work performed during the 
past year: 


Care and maintenance of: 


City Mills Cemetery, Common, Swimming Pool, Fletcher Field, 
and Trimming Shade Trees 
New Shade Trees 


1. A total of 63: new share trees were planted at various locations in 


town. 

2. Town owned land at pumping station was plowed and harrowed and 
small shade trees will be planted in the spring. 

3. This project will be continued due to the number of diseased elm 
and maple trees taken down each year and the number of new homes 
being built. 


Decayed Trees 


1. There were 66 badly decayed trees taken down and removed to 
dump. 
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2. Several other trees have been topped and will be taken down when 


the ground is frozen to prevent damage to lawns, streets, etc. 
3 Due to the dry spell for the past five years, the town is losing many 


of its trees. 
RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE FUTURE 


The following recommendations are the result of more than six years 
of extensive study of the changing economy of the Town and a sincere 
and conscientious appraisal of the basic requirements necessary to main- 
tain that economy. 


The first and most effective evaluation of any problem requires the 
formulation of an effective program which must be both realistic and 
factual. 


This Department has formulated a ‘“‘Long Range Program” which 
it proposes to put into effect and from which the following recommen- 
dations are made: 


Water System Improvements 


We have just completed a substantial addition to our water system 
but at our present expansion rate and the probability of new industry due 
to new Route 495 passing through Franklin, we must not stop there. New 
sources of water supply are manditory. This can be accomplished with 
federal assistance by constructing the ‘‘Proposed Reservoir’ which will 
provide five million gallons a day and by searching for new ground 
water supplies. We must also increase our distribution system and rein- 
force it in areas of increased expansion. 


Sewer System Improvements 


Of immediate importance is the expansion and conversion of our 
present sewerage treatment plant which can be accomplished with the 
assistance of federal funds. The capacity of the present sewerage treat- 
ment plant must be expanded to handle at least four times its present 
designed capacity. It is furher recommended that with the type of treat- 
ment be improved thereby reducing offensive odors to a minimum and 
at the same time increasing the plant efficiency. The increasing of 
potential users as indicated on proposed ‘“‘Development Plans’’ plus the 
anticipated industrial requirements due to Route 495 necessitate this im- 
portant facility be substantially increased. 
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Plant Expansion 


The necessary expansion of Public Works requirements demands 
that this second largest department in the Town expand its plant facili- 
ties. This expansion which can be accomplished with the assistance of 
federal funds requires the construction of a Department of Public Works 
building, housing all of the Divisions and providing with adequate facili- 
ties in order to combine all operations under one roof increasing the 
efficiency of operation and maintenance to a marked degree. 


Our present facilities are designed for operation of a Town one 
fourth the size of Franklin and are pathetically out moded in every de- 
partment. 


Replacement of Equipment 


The systematic replacement of old worn out equipment is spelled 
out in detail in the ‘‘Long Range Planning Program’’ but it cannot be too 
often emphasized that to replace old expensive equipment with new 
improved equipment is simply ‘‘Good Business’? and pays off in the 
long run. Much of the equipment is old and dilapidated and must be 
replaced. 


There are, as always, many other necessary improvements to be 
made in a rapidly expanding community, some changing monthly as the 
case may be. Those of primary importance, however, are the ones dis- 
cussed in this report and merit the serious consideration of all concerned. 


The Board of Public Works wishes to take this opportunity to thank 
Edward W. Dunphy, Director, all town officials, members of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, all citizens of the Town, the Service Clubs, and 
the Public Utility organizations for their excellent cooperation during 
the past year and earnestly solicits their valued advice and assistance 
in the future.

Provided the value of Motor Vehicles and Trailers taxable under 
Chapter 60A, as determined thereunder, shall be used in deter- 
mining the valuation of taxable property for the purposes of this 
section. All authorized debts except those expressly authorized by 
law to be incurred outside the debt limit, shall be reckoned in 
determining its limit of indebtedness, under this section.”’

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Fire Department responded to 50 box alarms during the year 
1965. In addition, we had a total of 144 still alarms, 13 resuscitator calls, 
17 rescue calls, 30 hospital beds moved, 278 loads of water to homes 
where wells went dry, 2 mutual aid calls to Wrentham and 1 mutual aid 
call to Medway. Our total runs for fires, forest fires, ambulance calls, 
etc., totaled 1257 in comparison to 1031 in 1964, an increase of 226 calls. 


Our fire alarm system was extended on Pond street to include the 
Kennedy School. The Macaroni Factory and Dean Junior College Infirm- 
ary were also connected to the fire alarm system. We have at the present 
time approximately 48 miles of fire alarm wire energized from our cen- 
tral station. In the event of electric power failure, know your nearest 
fire alarm box. It is already to serve you. The heart of our present fire 
alarm system is greatly overloaded and obsolete and I recommend that 
it be replaced with a new system in order that further expansion of the 
system can be made. 


Funds were appropriated to paint the outside of the fire station this 
year but this was not done as the funds were insufficient for the job. It is 
hoped that additional funds may be obtained in 1966 to do this job. 


Our trucks and equipment are in good condition, although our quar- 
ters are very inadequate. It is extremely difficult to move our equipment 
in or out of the station due to the lack of space. It is hoped that something 
will be done in the very near future to alleviate our space problem. 


The problem of manpower still remains our most pressing problem 
- due to the increased calls being made on the department and the diffi- 
culty in obtaining men during the day. In the budget I have recommended 
the addition of 7 permanent men to the department in order that there 
may be 3 men on duty at the station at all times. 


For the year 1966, I recommend the sum of $69,397.00.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Franklin: 


Your School Committee hereby submits its report for the year 1965. 


The detailed and comprehensive report of our Superintendent of 
Schools, reports of our various school principals, Attendance Officer, 
Director of Administrative Services, School Nurse and Doctor contain 
information that will enlighten our citizens in the problems, conduct, 
financial operation, and educational needs of our school system. Other 
reports from department heads, supervisors, directors and teachers of 
special subjects are on file in the Superintendent’s office for ready refer- 
ence and study. 


Your Committee believes that the educational system of Franklin 
has been maintained and improved to a high degree of efficiency and 
that is due, not only to the ability and efforts of those in charge, but also 
to the spirit of cooperation manifested by the parents, teachers, and 
pupils. 


Graduation Requirements 


Points required for high school graduation were increased from 80 to 
90 in the College Preparatory and Business Courses and from 80 to 85 in 
the General Course effective with the graduating class of 1969. The pur- 
pose of this change was to stimulate the student in continued educational 
achievement. 


Four years of English is required for graduation, allowing a senior 
to take two years in one under certain conditions. 


Guidance Services 


Guidance services after working hours are available to parents on 
the first and third Mondays of each month by appointment. Group meet- 
ings in the Fall and Spring to discuss job opportunities, financial matters, 
and programs will be conducted. 
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Milford Area Mental Health Association 


Approximately one percent of our school population are emotionally 
disturbed children requiring special attention which could only be pro- 
vided in cooperation with other towns and the State. Our affiliation with 
this association will provide referral service hitherto lacking in this area. 


Pre-School Census 


The pre-school census conducted by the Police Department reported 
3,662 children under six years of age in Franklin, indicating future first 
grade enrollments of 500 or more requiring constant expansion of school 
facilities. 


School Building Needs Committee 


This Committee reported on the needs for a new Junior High School 
resulting in the acquisition of land and the appointment of a building 
committee. The present high school must have some form of relief be- 
cause of over enrollment in 1966 and 1967 if double sessions are to be 
eliminated. It is planned to alleviate the problem by temporarily having 
a three-year junior high and a three year high school. It is imperative 
that the new junior high school be constructed immediately. 


Reading Series 


Constant study and evaluation by the elementary principals have 
resulted in the acceptance of a new reading series for children in the first 
grade. This new series will broaden and enrich the reading program at 
all levels. 


Chapter 763 of the Acts of 1965 


This act becomes effective on February 15, 1966 and requires your 
School Committee to enter into collective bargaining with representatives 
of the Teachers’ Association with respect to wages, hours, and other con- 
ditions of employment, and they shall execute a written contract incor- 
porating the agreement reached. 
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Vocational Regional School 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 14 of Chapter 71 of the 
General Laws as amended, it is recommended that a special unpaid 
committee be appointed to study the needs and feasibility of a vocational 
regional school. 


A survey of the area comprising the towns of Norfolk, Wrentham, 
Medway, North Attleboro, Millis, Franklin and Plainville has been con- 
ducted by the Massachusetts Department of Vocational Education. It 
shows a definite need for an area vocational school to provide training 
for the boys and girls in the above towns for jobs in the vicinity. 


Enrollment 


Total membership increased over 400 from the previous year. This is 
equivalent to adding a thirteen-room school a year with its complement 
of teachers, etc. 


It is anticipated that our total enrollment for the 1966-1967 school 
year will be approximately 3,650 of which approximately 950 will be in 
the High School and 510 in the Junior High School. 


The 1966-1967 school year will find the school system taxed to capacity 
again, utilizing every available space for the elementary grades and a 
serious overcrowded high school. 


The opening of the new junior high school will relieve the problem 
temporarily, but provisions must be made for more elementary and high 
school space in the immediate future. 


Kennedy School 


The new Kennedy School was opened in September and filled to capa- 
city, making it possible to eliminate the split sessions at the Parmenter 
School. 


The design of this building, with its expanded corridors and main- 
tenance-free interior, is an example of efficient utilization of space and 
economy of operation. 
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Franklin Summer School 


The Franklin Summer School was again in operation this past sum- 
mer, sponsored by the Parent-Teachers’ Association and with Henri C. 
Beane as Director. There were a total of 229 pupils enrolled with 127 from 
Franklin and 102 from surrounding towns such as Bellingham, Blackstone, 
East Walpole, Foxboro, Hopedale, Medfield, Medway, Milford, Millis, 
Norfolk, North Attleboro, Plainville, South Attleboro, Walpole, and 
Wrentham. The faculty consisted of ten teachers and a librarian. Courses 
offered were: English, French, Spanish, Latin, General Math, Bookkeep- 
ing, Business Arithmetic, United States, Ancient, and World History, 
Civics, Problems of Democracy and Government, Typing, Algebra I and 
II, Geometry, Science, Biology, Chemistry, Physiology, Driver Educa- 
tion, and Remedial Arithmetic and Remedial Reading for grades three 
through eight. The cost of the courses were as follows: Franklin students 
$20.00 per course, two for $35.00, three for $50.00; Out of town students 
$30.00 per course, two for $55.00, three for $80.00. 


No Franklin student is denied attendance because of lack of funds and 
matching funds with PTA are granted on scholarships. The school is self- 
supporting and serves the purpose of aiding students with scholastic 
problems. Mr. Beane has a more detailed account of the Summer School 
in his report. 


Budget 


The cost of operating the schools in 1966 shows an increase of approxi- 
mately 25%. This increase is reflected mostly in salaries and results from 
the full implementation of the new $5,000 minimum salary schedule 
adopted in 1965.

School Committee of Franklin 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Franklin School Committee: 


This report is the twelfth annual writing of the current superintendent. 
It is the seventy-fifth in the series of annual reports. 


During 1965 our schools functioned for six of the ten school months 
under severely overcrowded conditions. A great deal of attention was 
given to the Parmenter School when we were forced into double sessions 
in the fall of 1964. Less attention was given to the fact that our Junior 
High School had an enrollment in excess of six hundred. The building 
was designed for four hundred pupils. Similar conditions were to be 
found in all our schools. 


With the opening of our Kennedy School in September, 1965, over- 
crowding in the first eight grades was somewhat relieved. We were able 
to discontinue double sessions at Parmenter. We were able to relieve the 
Junior High School by removing five sixth grades from that building. 
We were able to relieve the Junior High School by removing five sixth 
grades from that building. We were able to place all our pupils in class- 
rooms (some had been in auditoria, playrooms, basement rooms, etc.). 


It now appears that we will have to resort to basement rooms, play- 
rooms, and auditoria once more in the fall of 1966. Our enrollment figures 
show the need for nine additional elementary classrooms at that time. 
These classrooms do not exist. Hence the need for utilizing marginal 
space. This, of course, cuts into the programs of the schools by depriving 
them of necessary space. 


Our continued growth poses another problem as severe as the need 
for space. That is the need for more and more money for schools. The 
per pupil cost of education will rise only slightly in 1966, but an additional 
five hundred pupils will mean that the budget will climb by over three 
hundred thousand dollars. Serious attention must be given to the rising 
cost of schools which in turn seems to reflect only in the real estate tax 
- rate. There should be other sources of revenue for the schools. State funds 
now contribute about twenty percent of our budget. This should be doubled 
at least. One must realize that even though the real estate tax reaches 
unbearable proportions, it cannot supply the revenue necessary for today’s 
schools. It costs about four hundred twenty-five dollars to educate one 
child for one year in Franklin. A house with three school age children 
will, therefore, cost $1,275.00 for schools alone. With the present $85.00 
per thousand tax rate, a house would have to be assessed for $15,000.00 
to pay the cost of education alone, leaving out police protection, fire pro- 
tection, roads, etc. The above is to illustrate the uselessness of the real 


estate tax to support modern education.

Nine left and thirty-six were hired. In 1966 there will be at least fifteen 
additional teachers necessary because of added enrollment.

The detailed reports are on file at 
the Superintendent’s office and may be seen at any time. 


High School 


School Plant and School Population. Our school population this year 
as of November 1 was 851 as compared to 788 a year ago. The break- 
down of classes is as follows:

According to the best statistics available at this time and based on 
our present enrollment in the schools, our population in September of 
1966 will increase by 125. 
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The 100% capacity of our building is 900, and so we will be over 100% 
in 1966. It is felt by Mr. Thomas and myself, however, that by utilizing 
the cafeteria, the library, the lobby of the auditorium, and the stage of 
the auditorium, we will be able to get by for another year. We feel that 
this arrangement is much to be preferred to going into double sessions or 
split sessions. 


The physical set-up of our school plant has remained pretty much 
the same over the past year with the exception that the girls’ softball 
diamond has now been completed, rounding out our outdoor physical 
plant. There are still three aspects of our physical plant which should be 
taken care of: a press box should be built on the football field, an ampli- 
fying system should be installed for the football game broadcasts, and 
some type of movable bleachers must be obtained to be used for both 
football and baseball. 


Curriculum. Franklin High School offers to the students of the town 
a general High School education which incorporates three fields: college 
preparatory, business, and general. Because of the tremendous increase 
in the school population and the heavy overcrowding in the High School 
next year, it may be found necessary to curtail the curriculum in some 
areas. It also may be necessary to cut down on the number of times per 
week a student may be offered a specified subject in order to take care 
of the demands of all students. 


Franklin High School continues to make every effort to place students 
in classes according to the level of their ability. For example, in the 
freshman class during 1965 we had nine levels of English with the assign- 
ments of pupils made according to the scores on Academic Promise Tests 
which were given to all students prior to entry. 


Again, we emphasize the point that, on the basis of pre-High School 
testing, the administration and Guidance Department make definite 
recommendations to the students and the parents as to placement with a 
view to success in High School. In recent years there has been a sharp 
increase in the number of parents who want to assume the job of placing 
their youngsters. We emphasize the fact that parents who insist on college 
placement over the suggestions of administration and guidance must 
assume some of the responsibility of the failure if it occurs. 


School Activities. The extra-curricular activities of our student body 
continues to increase and this is a good sign. Two new clubs started this 
year are the Latin Club and the Folk-Singing Club. At the present time 
we have in operation on a scheduled basis the following activities: Student 
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Council, National Honor Society, Dramatics Club, Commercial Club, 
Future Teachers of America, Future Nurses of America, Weightlifting 
Club, Spanish Club, Latin Club, Folk-Singing Club, Band, Chorus, and 
Drill Team. Most of these clubs, with the exception of the Band, Chorus, 
and Drill Team, meet after school hours. 


In athletics we have Varsity, Junior Varsity, and Freshman teams 
competing in football, basketball, and baseball, and Varsity golf, tennis, 
track, and cross country. The girls’ program includes softball, basketball, 
and field hockey at the varsity level, with an extensive intramural pro- 
gram which this year for the first time provides for girls’ gymnastics. 


All of our teams have done well in interscholastic competition. Our 
baseball team finished third in the Hockomock League, and our basket- 
ball team ended the season with a 10-10 record. Special note must be 
made here of the excellence of our football team. In 1964 we had a great 
football team with an 8-1 record. In 1965 the team surpassed that record 
by winning all 9 games for the first perfect season for a Franklin High 
School football team. In compiling this record they won the Hockomock 
League championship and were named as the Eastern Massachusetts 
Class D champions. Head Coach William Rex, Assistant Coaches Gerard 
Leone and James Burke, as well as all the members of the football squad 
are to be congratulated for the excellence of their accomplishments and 
the fine publicity they have given the town of Franklin. 


I would like to point out, also, at this time that our girls’ field hockey, 
which was started in 1964 and which had not won a game, ended up the 
1965 season with a .500 season which is an outstanding accomplishment. 


Our Dramatics Club continues to do outstanding work both at the local 
and state levels. 


The students and the coaches responsible for these various activities 
are to be commended for the excellence of their work. 


School Evaluation. Franklin High School is a member in good stand- 
ing of the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 
This membership dates back to 1955. 


In 1964 the Franklin High School faculty and administration went 
through the process of self-evaluation. On April 7, 8, and 9 of 1965 a 
visiting committee of 21 members representing the New England Asso- 
ciation evaluated Franklin High School. The summary of that report 
states: ‘“The members of the Visiting Committee unanimously agree that 
Franklin High School is an excellent school and has developed a more 
than adequate program for meeting the collective and individual needs 
of the students it serves.”’ 
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On July 7, 1965 the Commission on Secondary School Accreditation 
voted to recommend that Franklin continue as a member of the Associa- 
tion. This recommendation was voted upon favorably at a meeting of the 
Committee and delegates of the Association on December 4 at Boston, 
Massachusetts. As a result, Franklin continues its membership in good 
standing. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank all of the members of the 
faculty, the School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools, and the 
visiting committee headed by Mr. Harold Qualters for the efforts 
expended during the evaluating process. 


Class of 1965. In June of 1965 we graduated a class of 163 seniors, 
the largest class in the history of our school. Approximately 70% of this 
class has gone on to further its education. Twenty-four percent of the 
class has gone on to four-year colleges leading to Bachelors degrees, It is 
interesting to note that better than 75% of the students who pursued the 
college preparatory course have gone on to colleges throughout the 
country. At our exercises in June approximately $4,000 in scholarship 
money was awarded by various local agencies with the major portion of 
this money being awarded by the Francis Eddy King Scholarship Fund, 
Inc., headed by Chairman Arthur Pellegri. The Frances Eddy King 
Scholarship Committee, as well as all the organizations in town who sup- 
ply financial aid to worthy students, is to be commended for its efforts. 
Also to be commended are the officers and administration of Dean Junior 
College for their constant cooperation and consideration in assisting so 
many of our students. 


Franklin Summer School. The Franklin Summer School in its sixth 
year of operation had an enroliment of 229 students with 127 from Frank- 
lin and 102 from 17 neighboring towns. 


The staff has increased to a point where we now have 13 on the 
faculty covering 23 different subject matter areas. 


For the first six years of our operation the Summer School nas been 
sponsored by the general PTA in the town. This association has been dis- 
banded, however, and the sponsorship of the Summer School has now 
been taken over as a project by the Franklin Teachers Club with the 


approval of the Franklin School Committee. 


Junior High School 


Enrollment. The enrollment as of October 1, 1965 has shown an 
increase over last year of 72 pupils in grades seven and eight. Since 
October first thirteen additional pupils have enrolled, The following table 
illustrates the distribution of pupils as of October 1, 1965:

Staff. Except for a few changes, our staff remained intact. Mrs. 
Priscilla DeBaggis, art teacher, left before the end of the 1964-965 school 
year due to family responsibilities and was replaced by Mrs. Carolyn 
Kingsbury. Mr. Francis Molla joined our staff as an industrial arts 
teacher in February and Mr. Harold Williams transferred to the social 
studies department at that time when Mrs. Josephine McCusker left for 
family reasons. Mrs. Barbara Molla transferred to the John F. Kennedy 
Memorial School because the sixth grades were moved to other schools. 


Curriculum. Courses of study in all areas of the curriculum have 
been revised and rewritten, and are now being implemented in the class- 
room. An appraisal and evaluation of our methods, materials and tech- 
nigues continues so that instruction will remain at a high level. Several 
meetings have been held between departments at the Junior and Senior 
High Schools so that coordination and correlation of instruction between 
the schools may be maintained and improved. 


The modern mathematics course has developed so that now all pupils 
are included in the program. This new approach to mathematics will, we 
hope, stimulate greater interest and bring about more understanding of 
the subject to our pupils. 


Our remedial reading and developmental reading programs have been 
expanded this year. Results have shown an improvement in reading com- 
prehension scores for 94 per cent of the pupils participating. Much more 
needs to be done, however, for too many pupils are still reading below 
grade level. It is important that we further expand our remedial program 
so that all pupils may have the help they need. 


School Plant. General maintenance and repairs of the physical plant 
have been adequate throughout the year. However, the interior of the 
building should be repainted, new furniture for nine classrooms and the 
cafeteria should be purchased along with new stoves and ovens for the 
kitchen. The windows, sashes, flashings and shades need repairing or 
replacing. The oil burner needs attention and some thought should be 
given to installing a burner in the dead boiler. 


The exterior brickwork should be pointed and the trim painted.

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We have now reached a point where the building and facilities are too 
small and inadequate for a junior high school. The proposed junior high 
school will solve these problems. 


John F. Kennedy Memorial School 


The John F. Kennedy Memorial School opened on September 15, 
1965, one week later than the date scheduled for the opening of the Frank- 
lin schools. The incoming first grade came to orientation on September 7. 
During the week of September 8 to 15, the teachers held workshops on 
grade levels. The teachers of each grade had a leader, an exprienced 
teacher, who helped the new teachers to set up daily schedules, time allot- 
ments, and prepare materials for opening days of school. There were six 
first grades, six second grades, and one Special Class in the Primary 
Wing; four third grades, four fourth grades, two fifth grades, and two 
sixth grades in the Intermediate Wing. 


In Grades I through VI we are operating on the Non-Graded Plan 
in Language Arts. The children are grouped heterogeneously for their 
home room where they spend their day from 8:45 to 9:00 and 11:30 a.m. 
to 2:45 p.m. with thirty minutes for lunch and fifteen minutes for morning 
and afternoon recess. From 9:00 to 11:30 a.m. the children are grouped 
according to reading level and move to another teacher for reading, 
phonics, spelling, oral and written language. They are able to proceed at 
their own rate in Language Arts and still have the advantage of mixed 
groupings in Mathematics, Science, Social Studies, Art and Music. In 
Grades V and VI, the teachers have been doing team teaching, one 
teacher taking both classes for Math and Science and the other teacher 
taking both groups for English and Social Studies. 


We have an Art Supervisor, Mrs. Hazel Gleason, who is also Assistant 
Principal. She teaches in each class once every two weeks and also 
assists the teachers with ideas and projects of their own. 


We have a Music Supervisor, Mr. Richard Balest. He teaches vocal 
music to all classes except Grade I. Miss Myrtle Lougee comes one day 
per week to help with Music in Grade I. Mr. Balest also gives instrumen- 
tal lessons to individual children and to small groups. At the request of 
pupils in grades five and six, he has a choral group of boys and girls for 


thirty minutes before school each morning. 


Each teacher organizes his or her own physical education program 
since we have no supervisor in this area of the curriculum. 
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The teachers are taking advantage of the educational programs on 
Channel 2 in Literature, Science, and Music. We have enough television 
sets so that two teachers may share one television set. 


On November 29, Mrs. Elvira Pasquantonio assumed her duties as 
secretary, thus freeing the principal from office duties to fulfill her right- 
ful role as supervising principal. Assistant principal, Mrs. Gleason, is 
going to help with this important phase of our work, as time and her 
schedule permit. 


Each Monday afternoon, after school, the teachers meet with the 
principal to discuss school management and policy, and to make recom- 
mendations for changes in groupings. These weekly meetings make it 
possible for a group of 28 teaching personnel to work closely together 
even though our daily schedules are staggered and we are not in daily 
contact with one another. 


We have the services of a speech therapist, Mrs. Granlund, several 
hours per week and of an adjustment counselor, Mr. Menadue. We need 
these services many more hours; the time they are able to give us takes 
care of only our very basic needs. 


The John F. Kennedy Memorial School has begun the school year 
auspiciously. We have an excellent staff of custodians, headed by Mr. 
Edgar Rollinson, and cooks, headed by Mrs. Olga Mahan. The faculty are 
professional and cooperative in their attitude and take pride in their 
school and the academic success of their students. We are looking for- 
ward to a challenging and rewarding first year in our new school. 


Theron Metcalf School 


Schoel Building and Enrollment. The hot-topped driveway and park- 
ing area has increased the safety factor for the children and has improved 
the outside appearance of the school considerably. There are now movable 
pupil desks and chairs in all the classrooms which improves the inside 
of the building. There is still much to be done to make the building more 
functional in these times of educational change.

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Faculty. There were thirteen teachers until June. Four fourth grade 
teachers transferred to other schools within the system. There were eleven 
classrooms in September so two teachers were required. One transferred 
from another school and one new teacher was hired. 


Grouping for Instruction. Pupil grouping for Language Arts and 
Mathematics is being continued this year in both fifth and sixth grades. 
Departmentalization in all other subjects was begun in September in order 
to make use of teacher strengths in subject areas. 


Curriculum. The new mathematics was expanded this year to the 
fifth and sixth grades and is progressing well. 


A physical education program has been developed by two of the 
teachers and is working extremely well. We have found that at this age 
a physical fitness program is essential. 


French has been discontinued this year because the French teacher 
we had is now spending full time at the Junior High School. 


The instrumental music program started in September with 83 pupils 
participating. Our school band now has 41 members. 


Each class had one field trip in the Spring. Grade four visited Babson 
Instiute, grade five went to Old Sturbridge Village, and grade six visited 
the Higgins Armory in Worcester. 


Members of the student council are operating the school library again 
this year. More books are needed to make this aspect of the curriculum 
educationally sound. 


Assemblies. The Memorial Day and Flag Day assembly programs 
were held outdoors this year since the auditorium housed two classrooms. 
Since September the auditorium has seen much use for large group 
instructions, music classes, chorus rehearals, and the Christmas 
assembly. 


Horace Mann School 


During the month of January the state elementary visitor and the 
local school needs committee visited this school. All commented on the 
crowded conditions in our classrooms. At that time our enrollment totaled 


280, and by June it was larger. 
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In September, on the opening day of school, we enrolled 269 pupils, 
and, after some transfers were made, we have an enrollment of 258 
students. The opening of the Kennedy Memorial School made the differ- 
ence. Our classes are not as small as the state recommends, nor as those 
found in most areas throughout the state, but the situation has improved. 


We have two new faculty members this fall. They are Mrs. Barbara 
McKnight and Mrs. Carla Gifune. They are teaching fourth grades. 


The philosophy and goals of home and school should be one and the 
same. Every child needs adult help to develop self-discipline and an 
interested mind. 


A new reading series has been adopted in grade four. Modern mathe- 
matics is being taught in grades three and four. Our science and health 
books, adopted last year, are proving to be an excellent acquisition. We 
hope our new language or English textbooks may help to improve oral 
and written expression in our school, New books have been added to our 
classroom libraries, our schoolroom’s strongest ally. 


The social side of our calendar year included entertainments for spe- 
cial days, field trips, parties, and picnics. 


Gerald M. Parmenter School 


Enrollment. At Parmenter School this year there are ten classes. Our 
enrollment on September 8, 1965 was 300. Our present enrollment is 316. 
There are five first grades and five second grades. 


Teachers. The teachers in the first grades are Mrs. Priscilla Veil- 
leux, Mrs. Ruth Brighton, Mrs. Eleanor Abrahamson, Mrs, Barbara Ray 
and Miss Pamela Patrone. In the second grade we have Miss Marie Pas- 
quale, Mrs. Pauline Ficco, Mrs. Maybelle Pond, Miss Christina Spragg, 
and Miss Louise Hodsdon. Each Monday is reserved for a meeting of the 
teachers. Sometimes we meet as a whole group while at other times we 
separate into groups with Mrs. Brighton as chairman of the first grade 
teachers and Mrs. Pond as chairman of the second grade teachers. 


Organization and Curriculum. The pupils are heterogeneously grouped 
in home rooms according to alphabet. The areas covered by this group are 
mathematics, science, social studies, health and safety, music, art and in 
the first grades—writing. 
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In the Language Arts area which includes reading, phonics, oral and 
written language, spelling and writing in the second grades, the children 
are homogeneously grouped into levels according to their needs, abilities, 
and achievements. In grade one we have levels one to five and in grade 
two we have levels 6 to 10. We feel that this grouping is advantageous to 
the individual child for he is allowed to work at his own rate. Readiness 
tests were given during the first full week of school in September which 
helped to determine in which level the first grade children should be 
placed. The grade two children were placed in levels determined by their 
achievement in grade one. These levels are very flexible; children may 
move from one level to another as their work indicates they should. How- 
ever, it is very seldom that a child in grade one is moved beyond level 5. 
Extra enrichment is provided at this level instead. PHONETIC KEYS TO 
READING is being used in levels 1 through 5 with Houghton Mifflin and 
Scott, Foresman as supplements. It is too soon in the school year to make 
a valid comparison between this approach and the approach we have used 
in previous years. We are using ELEMENTARY SCHOOL MATHEMA- 
TICS which is published by Addison-Wesley in both grades one and two. 
The first grade teachers are much happier with this book than the ones 
we have used in previous years. I feel that the second grade teachers 
will like it better next year when their pupils have had the first year 
background. 


Athletics 


This past year found two new sports being added to the program of 
interscholastic athletics: indoor track for the boys which is conducted 
during the winter season, and tennis for the boys conducted in the spring. 
The addition of the above sports brings the total number of boys’ and 
girls’ athletic teams playing a full schedule to seventeen. It is hoped that 
tennis courts will be constructed on the school grounds in the near future 
so that tennis can be expanded to include a girls’ team.

The high point of 1965 was the varsity football team completing an 
undefeated season; winning the Hockomock League Championship and 
Eastern Massachusetts Class D championship. 


With the school enrollment increasing each year, student participa- 
tion has increased tremendously in interscholastic sports. 


Evening Practical Arts 


During 1965 courses in Sewing, Decorative Ware, Knitting, Ceramics, 
Rug Braiding, Furniture Refinishing, Slip Covering, and Millinery were 
offered to adults in the evening. There were twenty lessons in each 
category. 


In April an exhibit of the work of the classes, along with a fashion 
show, was held. The exhibit and show were very well attended and 
received by the public. 


Enrollment in the classes has shown steady growth. This fall there 
were 188 residents and 8 non-residents enrolled in all classes.

Guidance 


The purpose of the guidance program in accordance with the educa- 
tional philosophy of the Franklin school system is to assist each student 
to fulfill his highest potential as a citizen and as an individual. 


To implement this goal each student will be counselled, tested and 
provided with the informational services needed to make valid decisions 
about careers. 


In this area the Northeastern University Occupational Information 
Services provides us with three speakers a month covering a broad area 
of occupations. In addition representatives of the different schools visit 
frequently to keep us informed about their admissions requirements and 
policy changes. Industry is also providing information and increased 
opportunity to visit plant operations. 


Seventy-eight Juniors and Seniors took the Preliminary Scholastic 
Aptitude Test on October 19, 1965. On December 4, 1965 the College Board 
Entrance Examination was administered to 96 students. The National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test was administered to 52 students on 
March 13, 1965, and the Academic Promise Test was administered to 
the entering Freshman Class. Other tests administered were the School 
and College Ability Test to members of the Sophomore Class, the Iowa 
Test of Basic Skills to grades three through seven and the Otis Test to 


grades one through nine. 


Through the sponsorship of the Teachers’ Association, a University 
Extension course in Guidance will be presented at the Franklin High 


School beginning January 31, 1966. 


With the addition of another counselor, Franklin High School remains 
within the State recommended counselor-student ratio and also qualifies 


for reimbursement under the N.D.E.A.

HEAD CUSTODIAN 


The first annual report by the Head Custodian will serve to inform 
the townspeople as to the duties and the extra work accomplished by 
the custodians. 


One of the ever increasing problems is the problem of waste disposal 
in the school system. With the addition of the High School and the new 
John F. Kennedy Memorial School, the school truck is kept busy making 
a minimum of three trash pickups at each school daily. In addition to the 
use of the truck for trash disposal, it is used to deliver supplies for the 
cafeterias, the pickup and delivery of cafeteria receipts, the delivery of 
books and supplies, deliveries from the Superintendent’s office, deliveries 
and exchanges between schools, the care and maintenance of school 
grounds and in the preparation of athletic fields. One truck is not adequate 
for all the work necessary in a school system this size. It is recommended 
that a dump truck be purchased to facilitate the disposal of waste at the 
dump. This truck should be equipped with a plow for emergency snow re- 
moval. With the increased areas that must be plowed, and the problem of 
hiring someone to plow all the schools, it will be very necessary. 
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The School Department has a definite need for other heavy equipment 
to maintain the large expanses of property that must be cared for. The 
High School and the Kennedy Memorial School have very large grassed 
areas that have to be cut. The Pennington Rider lawn mower at the High 
School has been breaking down because of the continued use and its inade- 
quate size. There are only hand mowers at the Kennedy School. The 
School Department should have a tractor mower capable of easy trans- 
port between schools, an aerator to take care of the athletic fields, and 
a large vacuum to clean up the school yards and athletic areas. 


The everyday duties of the custodians involve cleaning classrooms, 
corridors, offices, toilets, stairs, etc. In each building there is a heating 
plant that must be cared for. In the buildings which have cafeterias there 
is an additional area that must be cleaned and cared for. The newer 
buildings have many more mechanical devices that must be watched 
and continually maintained. An example of this is the unit room ventilator. 
They must be kept clean and filters have to be changed. The heating 
plants are more complex and require more knowledge and attention; 
boiler water treatments have to be made periodically. 


In conclusion, it is obvious that our older schools will be in use for 
sometime to come and, although we have made quite a few repairs to 
these older buildings, many more are needed to keep them in a safe and 
serviceable condition. There should be replacements or major repairs to 
floors, walls, ceilings, electric services, replacement of some doors and 
window casings, pointing of brickwork, and replacement or repairs to 
mechanical facilities such as plumbing, heating equipment, and 
ventilators. 


Conclusion 


As Franklin faces the latter half of the sixties, the outstanding needs 
of the school system are for more space and for sources of revenue other 
- than real estate taxes. Our schools continue to grow. Much new building 
is needed. More and more services are required. If we are to maintain 
the excellence of our schools, state and federal funds must be forthcoming 


in greater abundance.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 


During this year, extensive work was accomplished at the Four 
Corner School; new roofing was installed; the inside of the building was 
painted; the walks were repaired; and new front doors were installed. 


The electric service in the Junior High School was corrected by the 
installation of new lead-in wires, new panels, and new fuse boxes. After 
an emergency repair of a leak above a corridor ceiling, we discovered 
that much of the piping was in a dangerous condition and replaced it with 
new copper tubing. The fire escape was overhauled and painted. 


The parking areas and roadway around the Theron Metcalf School 
were hot-topped and the electric service was repaired from service lines 
to new panels. Five classrooms of pupil furniture were replaced with 
new furniture. 


At the Horace Mann School, all of the dangerous cornice blocks were 
removed and the cornice was repaired. The brickwork was pointed and 
sealed with the exception of the brickwork over the boiler room. This 
work will be done this coming year. The outside trim of the building was 
painted. 


The outside trim of the Parmenter School was painted and four out- 
side doors were replaced with new ones. The fire-brick in the boiler at 
the Parmenter was crumbling and falling out, so during the Thanks- 
giving recess the fire pit was re-built. 


During the summer vacation, the custodians did a lot of inside paint- 
ing. They painted the basement areas of the Horace Mann and Theron 
Metcalf Schools, and the cement floors in the locker rooms, boiler room, 
lecture hall and lower corridors in the High School. The gym floor at the 
High School was stripped and refinished again this year to protect it. 


A softball field was installed at the High School to add to the fine 
athletic facilities. A fence was installed on the back edge of the boiler 
room roof because children have been climbing up there. This was 
dangerous for the children and bad for the school. We discovered three 
vent pipes which they had filled with gravel from the roof. 


In this report, only the major points of repair and renovation have 
been stressed. A complete listing would be too lengthy. We had problems 
with glass breakage and other vandalism, and normal repairs and main- 
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tenance. We are striving constantly to maintain clean, safe and efficient 
school plants for the benefit of the children and the town. 


The school auditoriums and gyms were put to greater use this year 
than ever before by the various organizations and youth groups in the 
town. Though this is good, it should be pointed out that it also adds to the 
work load of the custodians and to the wear and tear of the buildings. 


We look forward next year to continuation of our policy of renova- 
tion where possible, repair when necessary and additions where needed.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The following is a combined report of the school physician and 
school nurses. 


Health services are offered by the school as a preventative measure. 
These services are designed to develop in the pupil an understanding of 
the importance of protecting their health and ways this can be done. This 
includes physical examinations and clinics and safeguarding the health of 
the child during his presence in school. 


Health Records are maintained on all pupils as a part of their cumula- 
tive record. These records are kept separate from the academic records. 


Medical examinations are designed to locate children who should be 
referred to their family physician for one reason or another. The pupil is 
not treated by the school. The examinations are done by the school 
physician on all students participating in competitive sports. Also pupils 
in grades four, seven and ten. Pupils in the first grade who have not been 
examined before entering school are given a physical examination in the 
first grade. 


Additional health services include checking vision and hearing; the 
Heaf Program, a T.B. skin testing program, and diphtheria tetanus 
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booster clinics. The last two programs are sponsored by the Board of 
Health.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL ADJUSTMENT COUNSELOR 


During the past year the School Adjustment Counselor has had over 
one thousand interviews, consultations, counseling sessions, and con- 
ferences with pupils, school personnel, parents, clergy, police, courts, 
and social, psychological, and medical services and agencies. Only about 
one fourth of these sessions have been devoted exclusively to counseling 
with children. With over twenty three hundred children in the first eight 
grades of our schools the counselor is compelled, by lack of time, to limit 
his efforts to helping most only a fraction of the potentially large number 
of pupils and parents who have problems relating to School Adjustment. 
The time limitations has been partially overcome by evening sessions 
and by working Saturdays and Sundays in some cases, but even this does 
not meet the demand for counseling services. The Adjustment Counselor 
therefore recommend that a more thorough-going service could be pro- 
vided the children and parents through the addition of a second counselor 
in this area of school services. Such a person should be professionally 
trained in counseling, as well as education, and experience in this field. 
He or she must be acceptable to the School authorities and should also 
possess experience in counseling with adults as well as children if there 
is to be change and growth in the pupil’s personality. 


Many of the referrals to this office come from teachers and principals 
but they also come from other sources, parents themselves and even 
some pupils, as well as the clergy, social agencies, etc., provide the 
source of referrals. 


The School Adjustment Counselor has attended and participated in 
several professional conferences during the past year and has spoken 
on this important area of school services on several occasions as time 
and appointments have permitted.

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SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


Herewith is the first annual report of the School Building Needs Com- 
mittee which, immediately after its authorization and inception through 
the vote of the people at a Special Town Meeting held in November of 
1964, began its work; viz., to study the future school building needs of the 
town of Franklin. 


The Committee began its duties by diligently pouring over enroll- 
ment projection figures for all grades for the next five years. These 
figures showed a definite need for more classroom space in all grades 
by 1967, and also indicated that by 1971 the pupil enrollment in the school 
system will be in the vicinity of 6,000, or almost double the enrollment 
of September, 1965. 


After an extensive study the School Building Needs Committee 
unanimously agreed that the first step should be the construction of a 
new three-year Junior High School to be ready for occupancy in the fall 
of 1967. This would release the present junior high school as a twenty- 
room elementary school, allow adequate space in the high school for the 
present by eliminating the ninth grade there, and would give the town a 
new and adequate three-year junior high school. 


It was agreed that the best and most practical site was the land ad- 
jacent to the present high school because of its central location geograph- 
ically, its good access roads, the availability of water and sewer facili- 
ties, and indications of easy site development. An architect (the firm of 
Martin & Williams of Worcester, Mass.) was then hired, determinations 
as to land purchase were made, and negotiations were entered into with 
the owners. With land acquisition settled, the architect went ahead with 
the plans and drawings, which should be ready in January of 1966 for 
bids. The cost thus being predetermined, it will be presented to the town 
at a special town meeting in February of 1966; and if all goes well on a 
very tight schedule, it should be ready for occupancy in Sept. of 1967. 


But this is only the first phase of the solutions to the problem of a 
burgeoning population and its effects on the Franklin school system. The 
coming school year will find this system short of ten classrooms in grades 
one-through-six, and at least eight classrooms short in grades seven- 
through-twelve. This existing shortage of rooms, plus the continued in- 
flux of new families into our town, plus the statistics of the school en- 
rollment projections for the next several years, all seem to indicate a 
need for a new grammar school of about twenty-four rooms which should 
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be ready for occupancy by 1968 (an article recommending a building 
committee for just such a school will be placed in the warrant for the 
annual town meeting); it also indicates the need for either a second high 
school by 1970 which will accomodate 1000 or more children, or else an 
addition to the present high school to double its size since it will be at 
close to maximum capacity with over 900 students by 1970. Since the new 
(and as yet unbuilt) three-year junior high school will then be at maxi- 
mum capacity with 1200 students in a building specified for 1000 but de- 
signed to accommodate 1200 students, it should at that time become a 
two-year junior high school with the ninth grade moved back into the 
high school, which by that time either should have its addition completed 
or should exist as two high schools. 


While the Committee realizes that any attempt at finding solutions 
for the school building needs of the town beyond the five years of the im- 
mediate future is at best difficult because there are so many factors that 
we cannot foresee, it nevertheless seems certain from projection figures 
going to 1975 that there will be a need for either an addition to the new 
junior high school in 1975 and a return to a three-year junior high school 
or another new high school building. 


The School Building Needs Committee therefore strongly recommends 
that sufficient land be purchased so that future needs can be met when 
they occur. It must be remembered that land in most areas of Franklin 
is becoming more expensive and more difficult to obtain with each pass- 
ing year, and that every new subdivision means more school children and 
less available prime land. The town in the next five years should pur- 
chase several parcels of land for the location of future schools. The best 
locations would appear to be in the Maple Street, Lincoln Street, Pleasant 
Street, and Washington Street areas. 


What has been said is based on facts as best as could be determined 
by this committee. We realize the ultimate decisions must come from 
the voice of the people as expressed on the town meeting floor. We do 
hope that in their wisdom and in their concern for the welfare of the town 
and its children, they will give careful and considered heed to the sug- 
gestions and recommendations of the School Building Needs Committee.

Transportation

Program 


This year’s summer program was planned with two major events 
highlighting each week’s activities. The two most popular events proved 
to be the field trip to Southwick Wild Animal Farm where 175 children 
enjoyed the wild life, and the field trip to Fenway Park in Boston where 
100 playground children enjoyed the game as guests of the Red Sox. Also, 
for the first time the Ken-L-Ration Dog Food Co. ran a dog and pet show 
where valuable prizes were given the winners. The weekly cook-out had 
an average attendance of 125 children weekly. The playground had a pe- 
wee baseball team and was in competition against teams from area 
towns such as Hopedale, Ashland, and Mansfield. A total of ten games 
was played. Other major activities such as scavenger hunts, watermelon 
hunts, bubblegum contests were held. 


The Arts and Crafts program was a large success, largely through 
the efforts of Miss Longobardi and Miss Mason who made up projects for 
the children to participate in, such as making molds, pot holders, work- 
ing with gimp. During the afternoon session, the wading pool was favorite 
activity along with organized games. 
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Franklin Swim Program at Ray Memorial Pool 


The Franklin Swim Program was held for a period of six weeks, June 
‘ 28 through August 6, 1965. The program closely followed the educational 
principles as established by the American Red Cross. 


The main objective of the program was to teach such knowledge and 
skill that would tend to eliminate danger in our most popular recreational 
area during the summer months — aquatics. 


Franklin offers this certified course to any children of Franklin, 
regardless of age. 


Pool Facilities 


Vandalism continued to plague us in 1965. The building itself with- 
stood the onslaught but it was necessary to remove both showerheads 
outside the building, and the bubbler was forcibly removed on two 
occasions. 


This building was erected after many years of need. The Pool was 
designed as a safe place for children of Franklin. The submersion of gar- 
bage containers, broken bottles, and sundry other items are hazardous. 
The dangers to others of such vandalism should be strongly pointed out 
to the inconsiderate people who trespass out of designated hours of usage. 


It is strongly recommended that indoor shower facilities be made 
available.

Regional Summer Recreational Program for Retarded Children 


Location — Pinecrest School in Bellingham, Mass. This program 
started on July 12, 1965, and ended August 20, 1965. Classes were held 
daily from 9:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. The towns participating in the program 
and the number of children from each town is as follows: 


Bellingham, 6; Hopedale, 4; Milford, 13; Franklin, 8. There were 13 
girls and 18 boys in the program. The age range for these children was 
from 6 to 19. 


The daily program consisted of recreational activities, as well as 
Arts and Crafts. With the use of the town playground located next to the 
Pinecrest School, the recreational activities were as follows: Badminton, 
Softball, Basketball, Rubber Horseshoes, Croquet, Swings, Slides, Jungle 
Gym, Merry-Go-Round, Bike Riding and many other recreational games. 


The Arts and Crafts consisted of making various leather projects 
(belts, key cases, comb cases, etc.). Reed weaking, coppersmith projects, 
pyrolace, (better known as gimp) projects, craft sticks projects, working 
with water colors, crayons and construction paper. 


Highlights of the Day Camp were as follows: 


1, Fire Truck ride around the town of Bellingham. 
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Zz: Outing and picnic at Purgatory Chasm in Sutton. 
3: Two trips to Wallum Lake in Douglas for Swimming Parties. 
4. Trip to Southwick Wild Animal Farm in Mendon. 


Another important highlight at the Day Camp was our Swimming 
Program, held four days a week at a nearby lake. Here the youngsters 
had the opportunity to enjoy themselves, as well as receive swimming 
instructions from our staff members. 


The staff were as follows: 


1. Mary Beth Fafard, BeJlingham; Junior at Fitchburg State Col- 
lege. She is a Special Education Major. 

2. Judith Mostek, Bellingham; Junior at University of Massachusetts. 

3. Helen Jeziorski, Uxbridge; First grade teacher for the North- 
bridge School System. 

4. John Gonynor, Whitinsville; Fifth grade teacher for the Holliston 
School System. 

5. Thomas McMurray, Uxbridge; Director at the Regional Summer 
Recreational Day Camp. He is a Special Class teacher and co- 
ordinator of the Special Classes in the Northbridge School System. 


Summary 


The 1965 summer recreational program was a huge success from an 
attendance and a varied standpoint. The staff would like to thank the 
little league for the use of its facilities and refreshment stand. 


Recommendations 
1. That the program in 1966 be continued at Fletcher Field. 
2. That all members of the present staff be retained. 


3. That an additional male member be added to the present staff 
because of the huge increase in the amount of children attending 
the sessions. 

4. That a filter be obtained for the wading pool, after three days’ use 
the water is hardly fit for children’s use, emptying and cleaning 
the pool then refilling it is a waste of labor and water. A filter 
would solve both problems in years to come. 

5. An enlargement of the wading pool would be of tremendous value 
and because of the space available it would also be practical. 


Recommendations 


1. That the program be continued at Ray Memorial Pool. 
2. That the instructional budget be increased $300.00 to maintain 
same number of staff members. 
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3. That building deck be rebuilt to prevent leakage. 

4. That the proposed wire fence be installed as soon as possible to 
cut down unnecessary expense of vandalism. 

5. That the Board of Selectmen send letter of commendation to Mrs. 
Paul Moulton of Daniels Street for her efficient and capable, vol- 
unteer clerical assistance to the Franklin Swim Program.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The animal inspection of barns and stables, just completed shows a 
slight decline in number of cattle in the town; and an increase in number 
of horses. 


There are 126 horses and ponies, 34 separate stables. 


The number of cattle has dropped under 500; there used to be three 
times this number. The total number of bovines (dairy and beef) is 457, 
in 21 separate barns. 


Scattered in these herds, were a few sheep, goats, and pigs. 


The yearly Tuberculin Test applied by State Veterinarians, was 
Negative. 


Our town dog population is increasing along with the influx of new 
families, and consequently; so have the reported dog bite cases. 


There were over 50 in 1965—None showed any symptoms of Rabies.

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ANNUAL REPORT BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen consisting of Vincent J. DeBaggis, George 
L. Woods, Jr. and John J. McCahill held an organization meeting on 
March 9, 1965, at which time Mr. DeBaggis was elected Chairman and 
Mr. Woods was named clerk. Mrs. Ruth Chism was appointed secretary 
to the Board. 


The Board of Selectmen as the Licensing Board has collected 
$11,683.00 in fees during the year 1965 for various licenses and permits. 


Parking Meter Receipts for the year ending December 31, 1965, 
totaled $4,081.38 making the grand total of $17,089.89 in the Parking Meter 
Fund. 


Pursuant to the vote of the town meeting, two buildings on the Depot 
Street lot were demolished. The Board of Selectmen has inserted an 
article in the warrant for the construction of a parking Jot at this location. 


Pursuant to the vote of the town meeting, the old town barn on East 
Street was demolished during the year which has served to improve the 
general appearance of the neighborhood. 


Everett Street was accepted at the town meeting as laid out by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


The outside of the Town Hall building was painted. At the rear of the 
building a shelter for the Civil Defense generator was constructed to 
provide auxiliary power for the Town Hall in the event of emergency. 


The Real Estate Valuation Books were printed as required by town 
by-law every five years. 


There is a suit outstanding against the Town of Franklin brought by 
ten taxpayers relative to the Reservoir Survey Committee. This case is 
still pending and will be tried in the near future. 


A judgment was rendered against the Town in favor of Brian Young 
in the amount of $981.55. 


The Board of Selectmen has been concerned with the lack of doctors 
in the town and in the course of the year have endeavored to find doctors 
to locate in the town. We have had communication with the Department of 
Public Health and various medical schools asking for their assistance in 
getting one or more doctors to locate in Franklin. We have been unsuc- 
cessful in our endeavor but will continue our efforts for the welfare of 
the inhabitants of the Town of Franklin. 
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Many committees were formed during the course of the year pur- 
suant to the vote of the town meeting to study several problems which 
confront the town. These committees are presently active and will report 
back to a future town meeting. 


We accepted with regret the resignations of Eldon D. Sewell, our 
Building Inspector, and of Joseph A. Borruso, our Civil Defense Director. 
We commend them for their conscientious and dedicated work for the 
benefit of the Town of Franklin. 


We wish to thank all the town officials and various departments for 
their fine cooperation.

Board, one member of the Housing Authority and one member of the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority, all for the term of five years.

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of 
the revenue for financial years beginning January 1, 1966 and January

wagon for the use of the fire chief or do anything relating thereto. (By 
Fire Chief and Selectmen) 


Article 59. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds the sum of One Thousand Eight Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars ($1,850.00) to purchase a new 6” water meter, said 
sum to be expended under the direction of the Board of Public Works, 
or take any action relative thereto. (By B.P.W.)

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds the sum of Seven Hundred and Twenty 
Dollars ($720.00) to purchase a 3” centrifugal pump with all accessories, 
said sum to be expended under the direction of the Board of Public 
Works, or take any action relative thereto. (By B.P.W.) 


Article 64. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($7,500.00) to chemically treat well #2, said sum to be 
expended under the direction of the Board of Public Works, or take any 
action relative thereto. (By B. P. W.) 


Article 65. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or transfer from available funds the sum of Eight Hundred Dollars 
($800.00) to raise the frequency in the base station radio, said sum to be 
expended under the direction of the Board of Public Works, or take 
any action relative thereto.

Article 68. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or

No person owning, harboring or having custody and control of a dog 
shall permit such dog to be at large in the Town of Franklin, elsewhere 
than on the premises of the owner, except it be on the premises of 
another person with the knowledge and assent of such other person. 
Any owner, harborer or person having custody of a dog in said Town 
which is not on the premises of the owner or upon the premises of 
another person with the knowledge and assent of such person shall con- 
trol and restrain such dog by a chain or leash not exceeding eight (8) 
feet in length. No person owning or harboring or having custody and 
control of a dog shall suffer, permit or allow such dog to commit any 
nuisance in any park, playground, public common or municipal recrea- 
tion area or upon any sidewalk in the Town of Franklin. Any dog found 
running at large, except sporting dogs, in the woods, fields or ponds while 
with their owner while hunting or training, shall be impounded by the 
dog officer, whose duty it will be to notify the owner, if the owner can 
be determined. The Dog Officer shall keep the dog a minimum of seven 
days, the owner being liable for the expense of housing the dog. The cost 
shall not exceed two dollars per day. At the end of seven days the dog 
shall be disposed of at the discretion of the dog officer. Whoever violates 
any of the provisions of this by-law shall forfeit and pay for each viola- 
tion, a fine not exceeding Ten ($10.00) Dollars. (By Petition)

thereto. (By Board of Selectmen) 
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Article 71. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to accept the sum of Five Hundred and Fifty-five and 23/100 dollars 
($555.23) as a pro tanto payment from the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts to the Town of Franklin in its claim for damages against said 
Commonwealth due to the taking of land and buildings belonging to the 
Town of Franklin, located in Franklin, Norfolk County, Massachusets, 
said land being described as parcels numbered 1-13, 1-C-8 in an order 
of taking dated September 29, 1965, recorded with Norfolk Registry of 
Deeds on September 30, 1965, in Book 4295, Page 251, or to do anything 
relating thereto. (By Board of Selectmen) 


Article 72. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to enter into a contract with the Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority in order to provide continuing passenger train service to the 
Town of Franklin, or to do anything relating thereto. (By Board of 
Selectmen) 


Article 73. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a public way 
or portions thereof including the takings or acceptance of easements, as 
laid out by the Board of Selectmen and in accordance with plans on 
file with the Town Clerk, pursuant to Chapter 82 of the General Laws. 


Saxon Street—extending Saxon Street across Cottage Street Extension 
in a northeasterly direction as far as the Railroad right of way a dis- 
tance of approximately two hundred (200) linear feet, or do anything 
relative thereto. (By Board of Selectmen) 


Article 74. To see if the Town will vote to withdraw from the Nor- 
folk County Mosquito Control Project in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 3A, Chaper 341 of the Acts of Massachusetts 1956, which act 
established said control project, or do anything relative thereto. (By 
Selectmen and Superintendent of Insect Pest Control) 


Article 75. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds the sum of $5,500.00 to be expended by 
the Superintendent of Insect Pest Control for the investigation of mos- 
guito control works, the construction and maintenance thereof, and in- 
cluding the eradication of mosquitoes in any area infested thereby in 
the Town of Franklin or do anything relative thereto. (By Selectmen 
and Superintendent of Insect Pest Control) 


Article 76. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Assessors to appoint one of its members, Mr. John Yadisernia, as a full- 
time assessor, and to establish the salary for such office and to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of money therefor.

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Article 77. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds a sum of money to reinforce the water 
system on Long Hill Road, said sum to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Public Works, or take any action relative thereto. (By 
B.P.W.) 


Article 78. To see if the Town will vote to acquire by purchase a 
portion of a parcel of land situated on and off the southwesterly side of 
Dean Avenue, consisting of approximately 602.43 square feet, owned 
now or formerly by Anthony Yadisernia et al of Franklin, Mass., the 
purpose of said acquisition being to more effectively lay out the parking 
area of the municipal off-street parking facility to be located off Depot 
Street, Franklin, Mass., and that a sum of money be raised and appro- 
priated, or transferred from available funds, sufficient to pay the cost 
of such land acquisition, said sum to be expended under the direction of 
the Board of Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. (By Board of 
Selectmen) 


Article 79. To see if the Town will vote to sell to Anthony Yadisernia

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer 
to act as Collector of Taxes, beginning with the Annual Town Meeting 
for 1967, said Treasurer-Collector to be elected at that time for a term 
of one (1) year; that the separate office of Collector of Taxes heretofore 
established be abolished; or take any other action relating thereto. (By 
Town Government Study Committee) 


Article 84. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Collector 
of Taxes to collect all accounts due the Town in accordance with G. L. 
c. 41, sec. 38A, to be effective January 1, 1967; or take any other action 
relating thereto. (By Town Government Study Committee) 


Article 85. To see if the Town will vote to choose by ballot three 
Selectmen, one for a term of three (3) years, one for a term of two (2) 
years and one for a term of one (1) year in accordance with G. L. ec. 41, 
sec. 1, to be chosen at the Annual Town Meeting for 1967, and thereafter 
each year to choose by ballot one Selectman for a term of three (3) 
years; or take any other action relating thereto. (By Town Government 
Study Committee) 


Article 86. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the continuation 
of the committee voted pursuant to the vote under Article 5, Special Town 
Meeting, March 23, 1965; that said committee further study, consider and 
evaluate the present administration of town government and file a report 
of its findings and recommendations on or before the Annual Town Meet- 
ing for 1967; or take any other action relating thereto. (By Town Govern- 
ment Study Committee) 


Article 87. That the Town vote to amend the By-Laws by adopting 
the following by-law: 


Article I, Section 16. 


A committee to be known as the Capital Outlay Committee shall be 
established, composed of two (2) members of the Town Finance Com- 
mittee appointed by and from it, one member of the Planning Board 
appointed by and from it and four (4) additional members to be appoint- 
ed by the moderator. One member from the Finance Committee and two 
at large shall be appointed for one year terms. The other appointees and 
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all replacements shall be appointed for two years and in the manner of 
the original appointments. The committee shall annually prepare a Capi- 
tal Budget Program for use by the Finance Committee, the voters, other 
town boards and officials in their deliberations. The committee shall pub- 
lish such report or a summary thereof in a suitable manner and deposit 
the original with the Town Clerk; or take any other action relating there- 
to. (By Town Government Study Committee)
